one in Rome and thé other in Athens, 


distinguished Georgians, guests of the 
Georgia Chamber of Commerce heard 
an address made by Governor Nat E. 
Harris last evening at the mansion in 
Atlanta. 

With the governor were several 
prominent citizens of Atlanta who made 
short addresses to * dining in 
Rome and Athens. 

The speakers were introduced by E. 
Y. Clarke, secretary and manager of 
the Georgia Chamber of Commerce, 
who stated why the twin banquets had 
been given and . made in At- 
lanta. 

Mr. Clarke stated that the Georgia 
Chamber of Commerce had decided to 
launch a great campaign for the de- 
velopment of the resources of the state 
with four objects in view. First, to 
get more farm settlers; second, to se-' 
cure more new industries; third, to 
increase the fruit crops; and, fourth, 
to secure better local markets.

The 
wires had brought the three cities to- 
gether, and, with the exception of 
vision, the three audiences were the 
same as if they had been in one room. 

After the governor had spoken Mr. 
Clarke introduced the other “Atlanta 
Speakers“ to the Rome and Athens au- 
diences. 

Mayor Woodward spoke first. He 
said it gave the people of Atlanta great 
pleasure to congratuate the people of 
Rome and Athens upon such an auspi- 
cious occasion. 

“South Georgia,“ said the mayor, has 
done its duty by the Georgia Chamber 
of-Commerce, and now it is up to north 
Georgia to fall in line.

TO LEAD REPUBLICANS 


Be Presented to Chicago 
Convention. 


Madison, Wis., February 22.—Before | 
400 Wisconsin progressive republicans 
gathered in conference here Senator 
Robert M. La Follette tonight announc- 
ed his candidacy for the presidency. 

“I am a candidate for the republican 
nomination in 1916,” declared Senator 
La Follette. ‘“I believe that patriotic 
progressive republicans are at this 
time under the highest moral obliga- 
tion to contest every foot of ground in 
eve state in the union for represen- 
tation in the Chicago convention.” 

Senator Follette declared in favor 
of an embargo on arms; for the na- 
tional manufacture of munitions of 
war; asserted that any standing army 
the government maintains should in 
times of peace be employed in social 
service for the government; declared 
for a conference of neutral nations for- 
promoting the early cessation of hos- 
tilities and the establishment of peace 
among the nations, 

“One of the worst evils of the mili- 
tary spirit that is being fostered is 
that it absorbs public attention to such 
an extent that other matters of great 
interest go unnoticed,” the senator as- 
serted. He denounced the water power 
bill now pending before the senate as 
a bad measure; assailed the navy 
league propaganda and declared that 
the seven million republican voters of 
the United States were not a willing 
party to what took place at the Chi- 
cago convention in 1912.

When Councilman Inman, who 18 
chairman of the finance committee of 
council, at a meeting of this commit- 
tee recently proposed such measures 
by which he estimated the city’s reve- 
nue would be increased by $130,000 an- 
nually, immediate protests were heard 
from labor. 

At last Wednesday night’s meeting 
of the legislative committee of the 
federation of trades, resolutions were 
drawn with the view of requesting the 
trades unionists at Wednesday night's 
meeting to instruct their legislative 
committee to appear before the finance 
0 ittee and council, if necessary, 
and fight Councilman Inman’s pro- 
posed increase in the minimum water 
rate. 

Labor leaders argue that the finance 
committee’s chairman’s proposed in- 
crease would affect only the families 
of the laboring men of the city. These 
families, it is maintained, use at pres- 
ent only from 20 to 30 cents’ worth of 
the water for which they are forced 
to pay 60 cents, While the rich man 
uses 90 cents or $1 worth of water 
a month and pays one price for it. An 
increase of 20 cents in the minimum wa- 
ter rate, therefore, it is claimed, would 
only tax the poorer classes.

German Answer in Few, Days. , 

How far such assurances will go to- 
ward meeting the state department's

RUSSIANS HARRY 


ROUTED TURKS. 

Petrograd, February 22.— (Via Lon- 
don.) — According to the latest dis- 
patches reaching _Petrograd from the 
Caucasian front the Turkish losses at 
Erzerum are estimated at 40,000 killed, 
wounded and prisoners. 

Both on the center in the Erserum 
district and .on e Widely extended 
northern and southerw flanks the Rus- 
sians are everywhere continuing with 
energy pursuit.of the routed Turkish 
Armies. 

The Russian advance is having the 
effect not only of severing all connec- 
tions between the now isolate& Turk- 
ish army, groups, but of constantly 
strengthening communications of their 
own forces, from the Black sea dis- 
trict to the recently occupied town of 
Mush, on the southern Russian wing. 

Thus the operations of the Russians 
are assuming the character of a solid 
and unbroken advance along the entire 
front. On the Black sea coast the Rus- 
sians have now driven the Turks twen- 
ty miles west of Vitzseu, and the oc- 
cupation of Trebizond is believed to be 
imminent. ~ : f 

The Turks evidently impressed with 
the headway the Russian forces are 
making, appear to be inspired with 
the sole aim of extricating themselves 
from their difficult position before 
they are surrounded and are making 
no effort to hold endangered points. 
With a minimum of resistance con- 
sisting chiefly of perfunctory rear 
guard action, the Turkish retreat ig 
one of the most precipitate of the war. 

With Mush and Achlat in their pos- 
session the Russian forces on th 
southern wing are now proceeding to- 
wards Bitlis. Once their objective is 
obtained, Lake Van, which has been 
the scene of important fighting since 
the beginning of the Caucasian cam- 
aign, will rest securely in Russian 
ands. The successful Russian opera- 
tions near Knushkala officially record- 
ed, are of importance in respect of the 
strengthening of communications be- 
tween the center and the right flank. 

An official statement reads:

deaux, France. You are doubtless fully 
aware of the intended submarine policy 
any day 
and which will be carried out rigor- 
ously, irrespective of the nationality of 
s6rsons upon the vessels attacked. 
herefore, assuming that you are aware 
of the unusual and unnecessary danger 
that you are to subject yourself to, 
re are requested to receive this warn- 
ng as definite and unquestionably nec- 
essary and which you are requested 
not to question, but. to accept for the 
safety of yourself and that of your 
family.” ar ’ 
The envelope containing the letter 
was postmarked February 17, 6:30 p. m. 
Mrs. Hilton turned over the missive 
to the British authorities -here, who 
later sent it by special delivery and 
registered mail to the British ambas- 
sador, Sir Cecil 8 in Wash- 
ington. At the British consulate to- 
night it was said similar letters had 
been forwarded to the consulate. 
Salling from here Thursday, the Es- 
pagne, which is a slow boat, would or- 
dinarily reach Bordeaux about March 
4 or 5. The new submarine policy re- 
ferred to, the British consular offi- 
cials pointed out, may be put into ef- 
fect March 1.

Lord Robert Cecil to Have 
Entire Charge of the Mat- 
ter—Lord Beresford Urges 
Stricter Blockade. 


' 


London, February 22.—The govern- 
ment, through the Marquis of Lans- 
downe, announced in the house of lords 
tonight that it had decided to turn over 
all matters connected with the block- 
ade of Germany to one man, who would 
rank as a full-fledged cabinet minis- 
ter. It is understood that the new 
post will go to Lord Robert Cecil, who, 
since the formation of the coalition 
government, has been under secretary 
for foreign affairs. He will retain this 
post, joining the cabinet as blockade 
minister. ! 

The new minister will be charged 
with the administration of the order- 
in-council regulating the blockade, as 
well as, responsibility for the general 
policy and practice of the govermment 
with respect to trade passing into or 
from neutral countries. 

Lord Robert Cecil is a lawyer of 
wide experience, and a. young man as 
members of the British cabinet go. In 
the foreign office he has been inti- 
mately concerned with the blockade 
operations, particularly in their rela- 
tion to the complicated matters, touch- 
ing belligerent and neutral rights. His 
elevation to the cabinet will give the 
uninoists another representative in the 
coalition counsels. 

The whole question of the blockade 
was threshed out at considerable length 
in the house of lords this evening, 
Baron Sydenham and Baron Beresford 
making the principal appeals for a 
stricter blockade, while the Marquis 
of Lansdowne and Baron Buckmaster 
defended the government. ' 

It was Baron Beresford’s maiden 


plea was spirited and epigrammatic, 
contrasting notably with the usual 
somber, ultra-dignified debates of the 
upper house. 


Drastic Blockade Urged. 


| “There is some doubt.“ he began, 
“whether the government is going 
about its task in the right way. A 
war was never won by orders-in-coun- 
cil or proclamations, .but by hard hit- 
ting. If we want to bring Germany to 
her knees we must exercise the ‘block- 
ade power thoroughly and completely 
under the principles of international 
law. To do that it is necessary to have 
a policy and to turn it over to the 
navy and let the navy enforce it. 

“These orders-in- council may be 
statesmanship, but they are not war, 
and they are not likely to win the war 
I would allow nothing whatever to go 
into Germany, not even luxuries. I 
would abolish the distinction between 
absolute and conditional contraband. I 
would extend the doctrine.of continu- 
ous voyage to all contraband. The 
war should be run by five cabinet min- 
isters without departmental duties. The 
longer we have civilian control of the 
operations of the war the more disas- 
ters we shall suffer. 

“If we had asserted our rights and 
used our sea power properly the war 
would be over now. 

“The war is ‘being conducted by 
twenty-one amateurs, who know noth- 
ing whatever about it. The basis of 
success In a war is foresight, and how 
can mere amateurs have foresight? The 
management of the war has been worse 
since the coalition ministry was form- 
ed, Brilliant retreats will not win the 
war; let us get this thing on its proper 
basis.“ 

Lausdowne Replies to Beresford. 

The Marquis. of Lansdowne replied 
to Lord Beresford, point by point. 

“The conduct of the war,” he said, 
“is already in the hands of a small 
committee and that committee, so far 
as the conduct of the war is concerned, 
has never since-it was created been 
hampered by the interference of the 
civilian members of the cabinet. 

“It is by no means true that there 
has been anything approaching a uni- 
versal increase in the quantity of 
goods passing to neutral countries in 
the past year. I maintain that the 
filtration of goods to the enemy 
through neutral countries is showing a 
marked tendency to diminish, owing to 
the measures the government has 
taken. Experienced officials say that 
practically no commodities of military 
importance are now being imported 
into neutral countries above the 
amount legitimately required fer home 
consumption. 5 0 

“Our blockade has accomplished some 
very satisfactory results, and I think 
the cabinet scarcely deserves to de 
stigmatized, as it was the other day, 
as feeble and nerveless. ‘Our ‘nerve- 
less’ policy has killed German export 
8 and seriously crippled import 

rade. 

“I sometimes wish the people of this 
count could have experfence, say 
for a fortnight, of the conditions pre- 
vailing now in Austria and Germany. 
I am satisfied that we would then hear 
no more of the talk about the govern- 
ment sitting with folded hands doing 
nothing.” 


The Government's Position. 


Baron Buckmaster summed up tke 
government's tion as follows: 

“Although the principles of interna- 
tional law are flexible and capable of 
growth and change, we cannot in this 
great struggle be too sensitive in con- 
sidering what those principles really 
are. We should certainly have lost, 
if, when the war ended, it could be 
urged that under stress of necessity 
and because we thought we, could thus 
get an advantage, we had used the 
ower we possessed to infringe 
egitimate rights of neutral peoples. 

‘We would rather have it recognized 
everywhere that the rights of neutrals 
were never so safe as when under the 
power of the British fleet.”

Regarding the present place of the 
United States fleet among the navies 
of the world, Admiral Badger said he 
classed it as third in fighting power, 
with France a close fourth. 

‘TI think we are number three,” he 
said. “Japan is coming along, but has 
a good deal to do to equal our fleet. 
In military power—fighting efficiency 
—I think we are a pretty good third 
with 2 not far behind.“ 

The”35-knot battle cruisers planned 
for the new naval program will be the 
finest and most powerful ships of eir 
class in the world, Rear Admiral Badger 
told the cOmmittée.

AMERICA FOR ALLIES, 
ASSERTS LORD BRYCE 


Paris, February 22.—Viscount Bryce, 
who heads the British delegation of 
twenty-five members of both houses of 
parliament to the Anglo-French par- 
liament committee, which is to hold 
meetings here today and on Wednes- 
day and Thursday, has given an inter- 
view to The Paris Journal. 

“The situation in the United States 
is much too complicated and changes 
too quickly from day to day,” he said, 
“for me to be able to form any conjec- 
tures as to the manner in which events 
concerning the Washington govern- 
ment are liable to develop. There is, 
however, one thing which should be 
known and it is that the sympathies 
of the great American people go out 
clearly and indisputably to the allies. 
I never had the slightest fear of real 
difficulties arising between the United 
States and the allies, because it is 
hardly necessary for me to say that 
there are historical reasons N a gen- 
uine friendship should be felt in the 
United States for France and Great 
Britain.” 

Lord Bryce expressed his satisfaction 
at the fall of Erzerum. He said: 

“The cause of the Armenians is espe- 
cially dear to me. There is no people 
in the world which has suffered more. 
It — been a victim, not of religious 
fanaticism, but of cold-blooded, pre- 
}meditated hatred on the part of the 
brigands who term themselves the 
Turkish government, and who do not 
intend to permit the existence of any 
national vitality ‘except in their own 
element.“ 

Although he had only 
touch with the members of the French 
senate and chamber who are to take 
part in the conferences, Lord Bryce 
already felt that the meetings and that 
the exchanges of views would be of the 
greatest benefit, both during and after 
the war. “The great problem. which 
the allied governments will have to 
face at the end of hostilities,” he said,

‘ment able for all time to prevent a 
conflagration, such as now plunges Eu-

Utley was a co-defendant with 
Crump in the ouster suit last Novem- 
ber, and had been prevented from as- 
suming office for a new term January 
1 owing to the same conditions which 
held in the Crump case. The supreme 
court decision, handed down ten days 
ago, held that Crump and Utley were 
entitled to take office. for the new 
terms, but, in another case, held that 
failure to enforce the laws during a 
previous term mighé be made the basis 


for ‘new ouster aera. 
2 thls ruling ump and Utley. re- 
red. ; 

After the election of Ashcroft as 
mayor, McLain was elected vice mayor 
and fire police Commissioner. Other 
members of the commission, as now 
constituted, are G. C. Love, Leo Good- 
man and Dabney Crump, a relative 
of the former mayor. ‘Love is the only 
member named at the city election last 
April, the others having been elected 
by the commission to fill vacancies 
caused by resignations. 

Another development today was the 
filing of ouster suits against Utley, 
W. M. Stanton, acting city judge; T. J 
Miskeal, city paymaster, and Frank J. 
Rice, county register. Utley, - Miskeal 
and Rice are charged with “knowing 
and wilful misconduct in office; vio- 
lation of the. statutes involving moral 
turpitude and failure to use theif of- 
fices to uphold the majesty of the law.” 
Stanton was ousted from office with 
Crump and Utley last November. The 
previous ejectment will be cited as a 
cause of removal now. The petitions, 
which were filed by counsel represent- 
ing the state attorney general, will be 
heard in chancery court February 28. 

Outgrowth of Newspaper Crusade. 

The present tumult in city and coun- 
tu affairs here is the outgrowth of a 
newspaper crusade and the publication 
of allegations which charged miscon- 
duct in certain branches of both the 
governmental and judicial system. ; 

Much of the criticism was against 
the administration of Mr. Crump and 
Judge Jesse Edgington, of the first di- 
vision of the county criminal court. In- 
vestigation of charges against Judge 
Edgington resulted in the adoption of 
resolutions by an organization of law- 
yers asking Governor T. C. Rye to call 
a special session of the legislature to 
consider impeachment proceedings. 
Judge Edgington took cognizance of 
the published charges in a’ statement 
read from the bench, in which he de- 
claréd the charges utterly without 
foundation, and statéd that he invited 
a full investigation of his official con- 
duct. He declared a published affi- 
davit, ‘which alleged that he accepted 
$2,000 from a brewery agent on the 
eve of modification of liquor injunc- 
tians in his court, was “a lie out of the 
whole cloth.” Governor Rye now is 
considering the advisability of calling 
an extraordinary session of the general 
assembly to consider the charges. 


Judge Palmer Resigned. 


A committee of lawyers also was 
appointed at a meeting of the bar as- 
sociation to inquire into the efficiency 
of the second division of the county 
criminal court, presided over by Judge 
James W. Palmer, and the office of the 
county attorney general, Z. Newton 
Estes” Judge Palmer since has re- 
signed. In a statement he declared crit-

The plan adopted by the state board of 
heaith for the expenditure of the state's ap- 
propriation of $10,000, provided under the 


Ledbetter amendment, for the relief of drug 


addicts, is perhaps as good as any that 
could have been hit upon. The appropria- 
tion is a comparatively small one, but it 
makes a beginning in the right direction, and 
the chances are the state will add to it as 
needed, until the drug evil is entirely elimi- 
nated. 

Under the state board’s plan such treat- 
ment as can be provided with the appropria- 
tion made will be carried almost to the 
home of the victim, instead of requiring 
him to come to Atlanta for treatment. By 
apportioning the work of treatment in such 
cases to hospitals in various congressional 
districts there is saved at least the expense 
of transportation, as well as-the rental of a 
building in this city, and the entire fund 
will thus be devoted directly to the relief of 
these drug victims. 

Again, if state treatment of drug victinis 
had been supplied alone in Atlanta, the 
probabilities are that the institution would 
have been overrun by city drug victims or 
those living in the territory adjacent to 
Atlanta.

Truth is; Mr. Root did just what was ex- 
pected of him; he made the typical repub- 
lican campaign speech, craftily designed to 
stir thg political imagination. Its indorse- 
ment as a “masterly effort of statesman- 
ship” by those newspapers notoriously de- 


voted to corporate interests, is especially | 


significant. 

But what Mr. Root chiefly ignored was 
the outlining of republican policy as to ex- 
actly the same questions with reference to 
which he so severely criticised the policy 
of Mr. Wilson. Upon what he would have 
done, or what a republican administration 
would have done, under similar circum- 
stances, he was singularly and conspicu- 
ously silent. 4 

No doubt he was designedly so. If Mr. 
Root had not left that side of it to the polit- 
ical imagination he could scarcely have 
escaped indorsing policies which would have 
meant throwing the United States into the 
world war. 

What the republican party might have 
done had it been in power and what it would 
counsel doing now are two totally different 
things.

OUR NEED OF SHIPS. 


In striking contrast to former Secretary 
of War Garrison, who hastily resigned be- 
cause of disagreement with the president's 
army policy, stands Secretary Daniels, of 
the navy, both defending and demanding 
the administration program of naval in- 
crease. 

‘Equally important in this connection is 
Secretary Daniels’ ingistence upon provision 
for an adequate merchant marine, in which 
he voices the administration’s plan to pro- 
vide for the carrying on of our important 
pursuits of peace. In his recent address be- 
fore the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States in convention in Washington, 
Secretary Daniels said: : 


We can no longer live unto ourselves. 
On our farms we grow more than the re- 
public can consume. We must feed much 
of the world. We have the right also to 
have a large share in clothing the world 
and supplying people in every clime with 
whatever is manufactured in our mills 
and factories. But how can we fill our 
larger mission? What avails teeming 
harvests and large production in facto- 
ries without adequate and reasonable 
water transportation? The securing of 
an adequate merchant marine is a press- 

ing problem and it is so tied up with 
the enlarging and strengthening of our 
navy that the two cannot be wisely 
separated. 


Congress must, before adjournment, pro- 
vide a naval program, but first and foremost 
it should give speedy and definite attention 
to the matter of ocean transportation. 

It might almost be said that our national 
prosperity at this moment hinges largely 
upon securing needed ships. This is not a 
question of tomorrow, but of today. We are 
suffering now from port congestion because 
of the absence of vessels to carry our 
products to consumers in other countries. 
But this suffering, this delay is nothing com- 
pared to what we may expect if the vessels 
are not provided and this accumulation of 
products continues. 

This question goes back directly to the 
man in the factory; to the farmer at his 
plow handle. It is these who must ulti- 
mately be affected, and that, too, before 


long. For if the ships be not provided to 


carry surplus products to those who want 
and need them, production must be dimin- 
ished, and the suffering which for the mo- 
ment is one pertaining to geheral industry, 
will fall upon the laborer and his family, 
whose means of livelihood may be decreased 
or withdrawn. 

It is impossible to understand how con- 
gress can fail to appreciate the seriousness 
of this problem and to deal promptly with 
it, both for the present amelioration of in- 
dustry and to prevent that distress which 
must follow as the situation grows worse. 

The Constitution has urged, and believes 


now that if there is no other means of tem- 


porary relief, our national transports, and, 
if necessary, our cruisers themselves, should 
be set to work clearing the ports, relieving 
growing congestion, and paving the way for 
the continuance of that industrial prosperity 


which the country has fairly won and to the 


enjoyment of which it is clearly entitled.

Briefly stated, the purpose of the Dixie 
highway is to join the north and the south 
by means of a concrete road of uniform ex- 
cellence.

A few years ago, during the 
throat-cutting period of American history, 
the slogan was “Every state for itself, let the 
nation survive as it may,” a thought echoed 
by every business man with respect to his 
competitors. Today we find groups of men, 
making and selling the same kind of product, 
pooling their advertising appropriations for 
the good of the group and depending on the 
resultant increased demand for their product 
to swell their individual revenues. The 
states and countries through which the 
Dixie highway will pass are doing the same 
sort of thing. Instead of improving their 
own roads at random, they are co-operating 
with other states in making a great highway 
intended to unify an enormous section of the 
country. When the project is completed they 
will undoubtedly receive far more in money 
and influence through being a part of the 
unit than they would if they spent an equal 
amount purely intensive work. Consider 
the fact’ that land values have already in- 
creased in sections which lie along the Dixie 
highway route. Consider also the money that 
will be spent daily. by each one of the thou- 
sands of motorists passing along the high- 
way in regions which, except for the high- 
way, they would not be able to visit. Think 
of the interstate business that will be thrown 
apen to owners of motor trucks when their 
trucks can safely start on long runs without 
fear of being engulfed in mud and sand. 

As it now stands, the route laid out for 
the Dixie highway resembles in shape an 
hour-glass. From Mackinac, Mich., the high- 
way’s most northerly point, the route follows 
the shores of Lake Michigan and Lake Hu- 
ron, the two routes running practically par- 
allel down through Kalamazoo and Detroit 
respectively. Further south the two routes 
run into Indiana and Ohio. .The western 
road is met at Indianapolis by a branch 
which starts at Chicago. And from Indian- 
apolis also runs a cross-road, connecting the 
western with the eastern route by a junction 
at Dayton. From Indiana and Ohio the two 


routes run down into Kentucky and through 


that state into Tennessee, where they con- 
verge at Chattanooga, headquarters of the 
highway’s administration. From Chattanoo- 
ga the road goes to Atlanta, thence to Ma- 
One 
branch goes southwest to Tallahassee, Fla., 
and thence inland to Arcadia and on to the 
coast, and Miami. The objective of the other 
branch has not yet been decided upon, both 
Savannah and Jacksonville being undes con- 
sideration. The latter is on the highway 
anyway, since a cross-road runs from Talla- 
hassee to it and continues along the coast to 
meet the inland route at Miami. 

I started this, article by talking about 
civic pride, and then switched into the sub- 
ject of*rewards. This may have seemed par- 
adoxical and contradictory. But is it? The 
standard of road construction and mainte- 
nance set by the Dixie highway should prove 
to be such that no state will rest easy until 
all its roads are equally good. Civic prid 
will play a part.in that. And then, too, the 
problem of beautifying the highway in places 
where nature and steam shovels may have 
chanced to be harsh will afford another op- 
portunity for the exercise of pride. Will the 
citizens of Ohio, for instance, allow it to be 
said that the citizens of Georgia are getting 
ahead of them in the matter of tree planting, 
or in the quality of the buildings. erected 
along the highway? I leave it to you. 

As can be imagined, the job of building 
four thousand miles of uniformly good roads 
is one that needs a strong executive organi- 
gation. Formal recognition of the need and 
the value of the highway came in April, 
1915, when at Chattanooga there was held a 
conference of the governors of Illinois, In- 
diana, Ohio, Kentucky, Tennessee, Georgia 
and Florida. Later these governors each ap 
pointed two directors, from their respective 
states, who began on the work of designat- 
ing the route of the highway through their 
own territory. These directors formed the 
nucleus of the executive organization which 
became known as the Dixie Highway asso- 
ciation, and are influential men representa- 
tive of the most active classes in their states. 
Judge M. M. Allison, of Chattanooga, was 


elected president of the association, and since 


it is the central point of the highway, Chat- 
tanooga was selected as the headquarters of 
the organization. In October, 1915, Michigan 
was admitted to the association. 

In order that the residents of the various 
counties may have part in the work of the 
Dixie Highway association, county councils 
are being organized in each county. These 
councils are composed of the various classes 
of members in the association residing in the 
county. They have charge of the Dixie high- 
way interests in their county and assist the 
association in gathering of data and in car- 
rying on the actual work of construction. 
Altogether the association seems to be or- 
ganized on an unusually sound and efficient | 
basis. -

cause they saw the largest crop ever raised 
bring increasing prices so soon as the first 
shock of the war was over, and a crop, which, 
with the surplus, ranked with the largest, 
bring top-notch prices, despite the war and 
the British blockade cutting off the central 
powers. 

The farmer is like all of us. He believes 
that which he wishes to believe and rejects 
as dope“ every statement contrary to his 
desires, and nothing will conyince him that 
the war demand itself caused advancing 
prices for the 1914 crop, and that the war, 80 
long as continued under present conditions, 
will cause smaller demands for cotton, be- 
cause he will not admit it, in view of the 
high prices of the present crop, despite the 
blockade. How can he be blamed for hold- 
ing such views, when his representative in 
congress is now telling him that a “bear 
drive” is all that is responsible for present 
decreasing prices, and not, as is the fact, 
the law of supply and demand, working, 
with bullish speculating eliminated, | until 
another desperately low figure is reached? 

Another factor working to cause him to 
plant largely is the constantly reiterated 
statement that when the war ends an enor- 
mous demand for cotton will spring up, and 
15 cents will easily be obtained. It would 
take a long letter to prove the fallacy of 
this reasoning. The fact ts that when the 
war ends the course of prices will depend 
on the extent of our surplus supply and the 
probable yield of the then growing crop. We 
are now facing a surplus of between 4,000,000 
and 56,000,000, and if the crop to be pitched 
does not prove a smaller one than the one 
we are now handling, that is, less than 
12,000,000 bales, it will be extremely diffi- 
cult to prevent another era of low prices, 
an era avhich will continue until the crop 
and surplus become less than the consump- 
tive demand. 

If the crop this year is cut te 9,000, 000 or 
10,000,000 bales the supply, with the surplus, 
will be just about sufficient for the world’s 
demand and surplus, and the farmer, war or 


in his hands for years; but if he raises a 
crop as large or larger than the present 
crop, the course of prices will be. in the 
speculators’ hands. 

It is now up to the farmer to demon- 
nne whether he prefers to be the top or 
the under dog in the fight.

C. C. Willis Disappears 
On Way to Office to Keep 
Business Appointment 


Nothing has been heard of Charles 
C. Willis, who is connected with the 
Frank E, Block company, of this city, 
as sales manager, since he left his. 
home at 44 Colquitt avenue last Mon- 
day morning at his usual hour of de- 
parture, about 7:45. It was his purpose 
to keep an important business engage- 
ment at the company’s office between 
8 and 9 o'clock. 

Mr. Willis, for some weeks. past, in 
poor health, has been and was suffering 
with. fever when he left home Monday 
morning. It is feared by the members 
of his family and his friends that on 
account of his recent ill health, he 
has been stricken with a serious illness 
and is now in some private home or 


hospital, and has not been able to com- 


municate with his family or business 
associates. 

No other cause than Ill health can be 
attributed for his disappearance. His 
domestic life has always been of an 
ideal nature, and Brooks Morgan, who 
is. vice president and general manager 
of the Frank E. Block company, states 
that: he left his business and financial 
affairs in excellent condition. Mr, WII- 
lis has been in the employ of the 
Frank B. Block company since 1900. 

He is about thirty-five years old, 
about five feet nine inches tall, has a 
dark complexion, black hair and brown 
eyes, and weighs about 135 pounds. Mr. 
Willis was reared in Screven county, 
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That the present European conflict 
will come to a close within seven 
months, with a pronounced victory for 
the allies, is the prediction of Raoul 8.

war. 

“Germany lost her only chance to 
win this war,” said Signor Bonanno, 
“when she failed to reach Paris within 
one month’s time. Ever since then 
she has been fighting desperately to 
hold what advantage she gained by her 
first big drive, and she has been grad- 
ually losing. Today, like a man who 
is drowning in a whirlpool, she is 
grasping at the hope of obtaining terms 
of peace that will be ddvantageous or 
even endurable to her. But the allies 
will stop short of nothing but absolute 
victory, and this, in my opinion, will 
come within seven months—or at least, 
by next Christmas.” 

What lends greater, weight to the 
prediction of Signor Bonanno is the 
fact that when he was in Atlanta 
eighteen months ago he predicted in 
an interview ‘that Italy, then neutral, 
would be in the war within six months 
and on the side of the allies, It hap- 
pened just as predicted. Before the 
war started, Signor Bonanno was also 
quoted in an interview in The Mem- 
phis Commercial-Appeal as predicting 
that a gigantic conflict among the Hu- 
ropean governments was inevitable 
and the war happened within a year of 
the time he made his prediction. 

Signor Bonanno does not expect to re- 
turn to Europe until after the war is

Several days ago a squib was pub- 
lished in this column concerning Rep- 
resentative B. H. Beck,’ of Murray 
county, who is figuring on running for 
the state senate in his district, and it 
was stated that Colonel Beck was born 
in Campbell county. 

The following communication to The 
Constitution is self-explanatory in this 
connection:

Sheriff—-Taken From Tift 
to Richmond. 


Jim Keith, sentenced to a life term in 
prison for complicity in the killing of 
Sheriff Moreland, of Lee county, was 
carried to Richmond county this morn- 
ing to serve his term. 3 N 

Keith has been in Tifton jail since 
the day he was convicted in Worth 
superior court. Sheriff Potts got him 
out from Sylvester by a clever trick 
and brought him to Tifton, the rumor 
being spread that he had ‘been sent to 
the state prison farm. No one knew 
Keith was in Tift county jail except 
the sheriff and his deputies until this 
morning, when Warden Stringer came 
for the prisoner. 

The prison commission. had some 
trouble placing Keith, as few counties 
wanted him, fearing a lynching party. 
Its large body of conviets and the dis- 
tance commended Richmond. 

Keith talked freely of the killing of 
Moreland, and declared he is guiltless 
of shooting the sheriff. This is gener- 
ally believed. Keith readily admits 
shooting Bart Moreland, the sheriff's 
brother, who shot Keith and his wife 
the day, before the sheriff was killed 
He says he saw Bart Moreland outside 
the door, and knew the crowd had 
come for him. He picked up a single- 


barrelled shotgun and fired it at Bart 
Moreland and ran. He shot only. once, 
because he had nothing else to shoot 
with and has no idea who shot the 
sheriff. . ; 
According to Keith, old man Lake 


: and his three sons, who were with se ag 


negro Seymour, were taken. from Worth 
county jail by a mob and lynched in 
Lee county, were entirely innocent. 
After he was attacked in the road by 
Bart Moreland and Jim Dozier, Keith 
stopped at the home of the Lakes, be- 
cause it was the first negro house in 
reach. The old man was gone and did 
not get back until a few minutes be- 
fore the posse came. Keith had no op- 
portunity to tell him about the trouble, 
and old man Lake did not know the 
officers wanted him. He did not even 
remember Keith’s name, but told the 
officers there was a strange negro 
there, and called him out. 

It is the general opinion that Moselle 
Lake killed the sheriff, and he has never 
deen arrested. |
